The 
two year period applies in the "inland 
empire" and to the hemlock on the 
slopes of the Cascades. Western 
spruce need not be cut fotf three years 
and western fir for four years. Red 
i cedar has no limit, and trees burned 
fifty years ago are now being turned 
; into shingles.—Jonas Howard In Cbi- 
j cago Tribune.
